DeLeo, an escapee from 
a Massachusetts prison, 
confessed to the murder 
and led police to the site 
where the gun, jacket, she- 
riff deputies hat and badge 
(all provided by Ucker) had 
been planted. His confes- 
sion resulted in the release 
of Michael Washington, a 
25 year old black who had 
been indicted as Bond's 
killer. 

The white nurse, Rita 
Terry Martin, testified that 
Ucker slapped her several 
times after she admitted to 
having had affairs with 
Bond. He was violently 
angry because Bond was 
black , she stated. 

At least three other wit- 
nesses testified that Ucker 
had told them that Bond 
had to be punished 
because of his relationship 
with .Rita, whom Ucker 
claimed was raped and 
drugged by Bond. 

The defense sought to 
establish an alibi for Ucker 
by presenting several wit- 
nesses who testified that 
Ucker wae at his office and 
Grant Hoo,ital at the time 
Bond was murdered. The 
prosecution, however, 
introduced evidence that 
effectively shot down the 
alibi testimony. 

Had this been a case in 
which the defendant had 
been a black, or a poor 
white with court-appointed 
attorneys, it is safe to gay 
that the evidence would 
have been sufficient for the 
jury to. return a_ guilty 
verdict. 

But in the case of Ucker, 
he was financially able to 
engage a Cleveland law 
firm with a national reputa- 
tion for representing 
defendants in some of the 
most notorious criminal 
cases of the era.

Oct. 19, 1949 - June 7, 1979 

Orris Alvin Mays, Jr. was born October 19, 1949in 
Columbus, Ohio. During his childhood he attended 
Eastwood Elementary School, Eastmoor Jr. High 
School and Eastmoor High School. His artistic incli- 
nations and talents were much in evidence at an 
early age. At age eighthewroteastoryentitied “The 
Starry-Eyed Donkey” for an educational publica- ) 
tion. A serious student of music he studied classical 
piano from childhood until he left Columbus to 
attend the University of Cincinnati inorder to 
pursue business and liberal arts courses. In 1969 
Orris transferred to Stanford University where he 
concentrated on his first love, music, and took 
courses in organ playing specializing in baroque 
music, music history and theory, Reformation his- 
tory and the German language. While at Stanford he 
was assistant manager and librarian for the Stanford ‘ 
University Chorus and Assistant Manager of the ¢ 
Dinkelspiel Auditorium. Orris graduated from Stan- 
ford in 1971 earning a Bachelor of Arts Degree with 
Distinction. 

Music administration was the career chosen by 
Orris. He worked for: the Boston Symphony &%& 
Orchestra;‘New York Pro Musica Antiqua, as gen- % 
erat manager; the Metropolitan Opera, Subscription 
Office; CBS Masterworks Division; and as consul- ¢& 
tant to the Metropolitan Opera Club. From Aprit to” 
December 1977 he travelled through Germany, Aus- 
tria and Switzerland observing preparations for new 
productions at the Salzburg Festival and the Zurich 
Opera house: Fluent in the German language, he 
returned to Europe in September, 1978 and travelled 
extensively, observing the operation of several 
music houses and the filming of opera productions 
for television. In April, 1979 he enrolled in the Uni- 
versity of Zurich to further pursue his studies in 
opera administration and was a student there at the 
time of his death, June 7, 1979. 

During his lifetime he made many friends in Bos- 
ton, New York and Europe. Their rememberances of 
Orris are filled with acknowledgements of his singu- 
lar intelligence, his witty conversation as a dinner 
guest and companion, his charming manner which 
instantly set people at ease, and his sensitivity, evi- 
denced especially by his concern with older people.

The 
only ranger to survive a violent 
encounter with reality, the Lone 
Ranger put on his mask and with 
Tonto, the wronged Indian who 
gave the charade its legitimacy, 
took up the cause of law and 
order in the Wild West (America). 

The jaw and order portrayed by 
the Lone Ranger, however, 
sought to conceal the true nature 
of American history, with. its 
Negro. slavery, Indian Wars, its 
reservations and ghettos. It was 
but one among the many lies this 
country told and continues to tent 
itself. 

The Lone Ranger's mask was 
an image of resurrection, but

The “come-on” always was the - 


‘promise that America could be 
eternally young,. strong, and 
faithtul to its ideals of freedom

responsibility for betrayal of its 
ideals, America kills then hides 
behind an image of innocence.

After a lengthy summer vacation, State Leg- 
islators returned to the law-making mill last 
week and began, what might be the last action 
of the 1979 session of the 113th Ohio General 
Assembly. 

The introduction of a bill designed to create 
a state commission to render a vital service to 
Ohio's deaf citizens was one highlight. Spon- - 
sored by Rep. Troy L. James of Cleveland, 
H.B. 805 proposes the creation of a Commis- 
sion For The Deaf. The 11-member commis- 
sion would be appointed by the Governor with 
the advice and consent of the senate. 

James, who represents the Ninth district, 
announced the introduction of the bill at a 
Statehouse press conference at which he said 
the commission is acutely needed to assist the 
deaf in enjoying a fuller life. | 

He said there are more than 700,000 totally 
deaf, hearing impaired people of which’more 
than ~150,000 cannot understand or hear 


"speech through unaided ear. There are also 


about 30,000 people who have lost their hear- 
ing prior to the age of 19, he added. 

James, who is chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Aging, said the commission will pro-

Job discrimination is a continuing fact of life 
for minorities, and it’s madé even worse when 
the governments that are supposed to protect 
them against job bias are actually firm practi- 
tioners of discrimination. : 

Recently there have been a number of stu- 
dies documenting this. One found that in over 
two-thirds of metropolitan regions govern- 
ment hiring of blacks lagged behind that of 
private industry. Another showed blatant dis- 
criminatory practices by federal courts. 

And many show the federal government still 
concentrates on women and.minorities in 
lower paying categories. Only,3.4 percent of 
high level federal jobs and civil service jobs 
are held by blacks. 

A Congressional commission has found 
that blacks with: comparable éducational 
backgrounds earn less than whites in every 
job category of Congress’ employees. In high 
paying staff jobs on Capitol Hill, men out- 
number women by 15 to 1. 

‘Sometime job dias is reinforced by appar- 
ently “neutral” standards, such as veterans 
preference. Federal law ‘gives veterans an 
extra five points added to civil service test 
scores. That's one reason why over forty per- 
cent of new federal hi are veterans 
although only. 27 percent of those who pass 
Civil Service tests are veterans.

The bill went to the House Reference Com- 
mittee to await assignment to a standing panel 
for public hearings: 

Another black Cuyahoga County lawmaker 
also created statewide attention as a result ofa 
bill he sponsored several months ago. The 
measure, H.B, 753 calls for the licensing of 
health care facilities and to deal with non- 
accredited hospitals in Ohio. Rep. John D. 
‘Thompson Jr., 15th district, was chairman ofa 
sub-committee on health which held public 
hearings throughout the state last year. 

The study revealed that there are 18 non- 


veterans. In June the Supreme Court upheld 
that practice. It let stand a Massachusetts law 
that gives veterans not a five or ten point edge, 
but absolute preference over other job candi- 
dates with the same qualifications. 

Some form of veterans preference is justi- 
fied. In his original Civil Service reform prop- 
osals President Carter wanted to limit the 
point-preference to one time use instead of © 
being a permanent edge on hiring and 
promotion. 

Such a step would have acknowledged the 
nation’s interest in rewarding veterans and in 


- compensating them for time spent in their 


country’s service. But a permanent, absolute 
preference can't be considered fair. It has a 
discriminatory impact against women and 
against minorities who had.tower rates of ser- 
vice in the past and whose less than honorable 
discharge rates are higher than those for the 
white majority. 

And permanent preference makes inclusion 
of women and minorities in the higher ranges 
of government jobs a longer and more difficult 
process: In effect, they're being told to wait 
until the World War I! veterans have retired. As 
the Court's minority pointed out, the goal of 
aiding veterans can be achieved through less 
drastic measures than permanent preference. 

The, discriminatory practices of the Con- 
gress are partially based on the fact: that it 


’ been allowed to d between inner city 
blacks and their,suburban counterparts. 

For years white-flight has met with sus- 
tained criticism, yet few if any black public 
officials have shown a willingness to speak out 
about the out-migration of blacks, taking with 
them higher incomes, better education, and 
improved cultural and intellectual resources.

accredited hospitals operating in the state, he 
said.' 

In the meantime, Thompson is serving ona 
Select Joint Committee on Health Costs 
which is holding hearings in urban areas on 
the question of health costs. Rep. Casey 
Jones of Toledo, who-sponsored legislation . 
creating the committee, is the chairman. 

The group, consisting of four Senators and 
four Representatives, met with hospital offi- 
cials, physicians, health centers, health insu- 
rances and officials. and health related 
agencies. Its primary objective is to take a 
hard look at sky-rocketing hospital costs and 


to subsequently produce legislation to deal 


with it. 

In another legislative action, Rep. Mike Stin- 
ziano, Columbus, 30th district, has introduced 
a bill basically aimed at homeowners insu- 
rance. His proposal, H.B. 792, would not 
change the basic availability of fire coverage, 
but would allow all customers of the Ohio Fair 
Plan to choose additional types of coverage, 
including liability and theft, as options at addi- 
tional costs, he explained. 

Under the present Ohio law, persons who 
cannot obtain property insurance on the open 
market Can only turn to a government pro- 
gram, Ohio Fair Plan, which provides basic 
fire coverage and limited extended coverage, 
Stinziano says. 

The rates for this plan are subsidized by all 
private insurance companies, but its rates are 
higher because those on the plan generally 
are.in higher risk areas, he added: Under his 
bill, he says every Ohioan who wants to will be 
able to fully insure their home. 


exciuded itself from the civil rights laws it 
passed for the rest of the nation. 

That's why Congress is sometimes referred 
to as “the last plantation.” Congress simply 
doesn't have to’abide by anti-discrimination 
laws in hiring. Attempts to enforce anti- 
discrimination rules on Congressmen are reg- 
ularly beaten down. 

Discrimination complaints theoretically can 
go to the ethics committees, but the proce- 
dures involved and the fear of retribution 
makes the route difficult. 

On the same day it upheld the Massachu- 
setts veterans preference law, the Court ruled 
that a Congressman’s employee could sue for 
damages for discriminatory practices. 

The case involved a woman employee of a 
Congressman who was dismissed because he 
wanted her job filled by a man. A private com- 
pany would be exposed to anti-discrimination 
actions for that, but until now members of 
Congress didn't have to worry about flouting 
the law. : 

The Court's ruling was limited to the right to 
sue a Congressman. It means that members of 
Congress will now be liable to private damage 
suits for discriminating. But that's a difficult 
route for individuals who have been wronged 
to take. 

A real attack on government discrimination 
is overdue. The EEOC ought. to have the 
power to order government: agencies to 
change their practices, and Congress should 
make itself subject to the anti-discrimination 
laws other employers must abide by. 

A major effort has to be made to end dis- 
criminatory hiring and promotion practices in 
state and local governments, including police 
and other safety forces and the courts. Affir- 

mative action has to be a priority for the public 
sector as well-as the private sector.
